Stopped to Fix Flat Tire. 

Budde had stopped his car on 

a side road, a short distance from 


the Alton-St. Louis highway, and 
a mile south of Wood River, to fix 
a lat tire. He was getting back 
in the car at 10:15 o’clock, when 
two men appeared, cne on each 
side of the automobile.

The 
robbers returned the fire, and ran 
away as Budde fell, dead. 

Miss Findley lifted him into the 
car, and walked to the main high- 
way for assistance. She hailed 
about 50 men, she said, 
stopped. The body was taken to 
Wood River. 

Man Robbed at Same Spot. 

A few minutes earlier, Elmer 
Faulstich, son of a former Mayor 
of Alton, and a wonan companion 
were stopped at the same point by 
two armed men, who robbed Faul- 
of $10. The robbers then 


'made Faulstich and his companion 


drive over a lonely road. 

When they returned later, after 
the killing, they saw Miss Finley 
|hailing automobiles, but did not 
stop for her, as they thought the 
robbers might have a woman ac- 
While Faulstich was re- 
porting his robbery to Wood River 
police, word came that Budde had 
been killed. 

Car Traced by License Nnumber. 

Miss Findley reported the license 
number of a Ford coupe which had 
been parked on the same road, and 
in which she said the murderers 
escaped. The Sheriff traced the 
number to Otto Perfetti, a coal 
miner of Collinsville. 

At first Perfetti said his car had 
heen stolen, but later he admitted, 
the Sheriff’s office announced, that 
he had driven Frank and Mike 
Kurant, brothers, to a point near 
the holdup scene and had remained 
at the wheel while they left for a 
few minutes. He insisted he knew 
nothing of any holdup or shooting. 

The Kurant brothers are miners 
of Collinsville. Frank is under ar- 
rest and Mike is being sought. 


$250,000 AWARDED SURGEON 


Dr. Joseph G. Yocum, Army 
Doctor, Testifics.

NEW YORK, June 20.—Dr. Jo- 
seph G. Yocum of Middletown, N. 
Y., was awarded $250,000 damages 
by a sealed verdict opened today 
in the Supreme Court for 
ness that resulted from an injury 
suffered in 1921 when struck by a 
bolt while he was a passenger in 
an Interborough Subway train.

GENEVA, June 20.—Extension 
of the 5-5-3 principle of naval 
strength to cruisers, destroyers and 
submarines of the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan was pro- 
posed today to the three-power 
naval limitation conference by the 
American delegation. 

Opening the conference called 
by President Coolidge, Ambassador 
Hugh Gibson, the chairman, pro- 
posed that cruisers be limited to 
tonnage of 250,000 or 300,000 tons 
for the United States and Great 
Britain and to 150,000 or 180,000 
tons for Japan. 

Destroyer total tonnage would 
be restricted to 200,000 or 250,000 
tons for thé'two larger powers ani 
to 120,000 to 150,000 for Japan. 
Maximum tonnage for American 
and British submarines would be 
60,000 to 90,000 tons with 36,000 te 
54,000 for Japan. 

Britain’s Proposal, 

Great Britain reopened questions 
settled at the Washington. naval 
limitation conference of 1922. 

The First Lord of the Admiralty, 
W. C. Bridgeman, recommended 
reduction of future battleships 
from 35,000 tons displacement to 
“something under 30,000," and 
their main armament from 16-inch 
to 13.5-inch guns; reduction In the 
size of aircraft-carriers from 27.- 
00° to 25,000 tons and their arma- 
ment from 8-inch to 6-inch guns; 
and finally, reduction of future 


cruisers from 10,000 to 7500 tons 
with atmament of 6-inch instead 
of 8-inch guns. 

He also advocated Iimiting the 
size of individual submarines to 
1600 tons, increasing the life of 
warships to 26 years instead of 20, 
and waiving rights of the Powers 
under the replacement tables 
agreed upon at the Washington 
conference. 

The first American reaction to 
these proposals wag thi.t it would 
be difficult to reconsider the Wash- 
ington treaty provisions at the 
Geneva conference, which is limit- 
ed to but three of the Washington 
signatories—the United States, 
Great Britain and Japan — with 
Mrance and Italy represented only 
by “observers.”

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Rector Says He Only Wants Church TWO BIRGER GANGSTERS 


To “Consider” Trial Marriages 


Explaining Address Before Episcopal Confer- 
ence, He Declares Promiscuity Among 
College Girls Is Increasing. 


Special to the Post-Dispatch. 


SAN FRANCISCO, June 20.— 
The Rev. Henry Lewis of Ann Ar- 
bor, Mich., says his recent speech 
before the national congress of the 
Protestant Episcopal Church _ has 
been widely misunderstood, that he 
never advocated trial marriages but 
Only “dispassionate consideration 
and discussion of the findings of 
modern science and psychology in 
relation to morals.” 

What he actually told the con- 
gress was this: “If to sanctify the 
unmarried union would do away, 
as sOme urge it would, with pro- 
miscuity and the double standard 
and better protect the children of 
legal marriages, then to keep fuss- 
ing with rules about divorce and 
the idea that all marriages are 
made in heaven, is utter folly. Why 
Shouldn't the church take cogni- 
zance of sex and sex problems? 

“Tor Consideration of Church.” 

“Sex should be a beautiful part 
of life—there is nothing nasty 
about it. A love union between 
two people who feel that they care 
for each other, which shall be rec- 
Ognized as a respectable, lawful 
union, but which may be dissolved 
at any time, is what I give for the 
consideration of the church. 

“It sholld last two years before 
being legalized and during these 
two years the pair should not have 
children—knowledge of birth con- 
trol being made available. At the 
end of the period of tral, if they 
Still love each other. let them 
marry and then have children. 

“I have dealt with several thou- 
sand young college students at Ann 
Arbor. Their problems are moral 
—all moral—and while their aims 
are all right, they are badly con- 
fused by present conditions. Pro- 


miscuity among the girls is increas- 
ingly great. We must find a solu- 
tion for it and be broad-minded in 
our efforts toward finding such a 
solution.” : 

The Congress was also upset by 
suggestions by the Rev. Granville 
M. Williams, rector of St. Paul's 
Church, Brooklyn, that the church 
would do well to consider a modi- 
fied “Buchmanism” house parties 
at which all the problems of youth, 
including sex and marriage, 
be freely discussed. He empha- 
sized that he thought this should 
supplement, not displace, regular 
service and would be invaluable in 
attracting the young to the faith, 

Comment on Prelates. 

Both views found widespread 
support as well as such denuncia- 
tion. 

Bishop Edward Lamp Parsons of 
California said: 

“Mr. Lewis is a clear-thinking 
and devout priest. Loyal to the 
finest Christian ideals, he does not 
advocate a loose view of marriage 
or sex relations. He is merely plead- 
ing for Aaispassionate consideration 
of the so-called modern views on 
these mattcrs.” 

Bishon John G. Murray of Mary- 
land, while disavowing any share 
in Lewis’ beliefs, declared there 
was no harm in expressing them 
and that the matters he brought up 
would “have to be met squarely by 
the people of the church.” 

“Mr. Lewis offered us nothing 
immoral or revolutionary.” com- 
mented Bishop William Faber of 
Montana. “He merely sought to 
awaken us to the necessity of seek- 
ing to understand the point of view 
of people with whom we differ in 
order that we may be certain that 
we are right in our views,”

| NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 29. 
'—As a vigorous rebuke to the Yale 
‘Corporation for its action in dis- 
| missing Edgar M. Woolley, director 
of undergraduate dramatics, Yale 
alumni and undergraduates are 
canceling pledges to the universi- 
ty’s $20,000,000 endowment fund, 
now nearing its campaign goal. 

Admitting that protests were be- 
ing made in this manner, an offi- 
cer of the university said yester- 
day that it was a “natural develop- 
ment” of a sharp difference of 
opinion over academic policy but 
that such cancellations were not 
important in extent. No estimate 
could be had of the number of 
pledges revoked or the total of 
money involved. 

Students Cry “Politics.” 

In a critical statement printed 
in the program of “Coriolanus,” its 
commencement play, the Yale Dra- 
matic Association charged Friday 
evening that the ousting of Woolley 
was due to “politics,” and that its 
purpose was to “prevent the slight- 
est interference” with Prof. George 
Pierce Baker’s department of the 
drama. It atso intimated the cor- 
poration had prudently temporized 
in “investigating Woolley until the 
endowment campaign was nearly 
completed.” 

A survey of the situation at 
Yale, which for decades has been 
free from internal controversy, re- 
veals that Woolley’s case is some- 
thing more than a squabble over 
the forced departure of a popular 
campus figure. It involves a fun- 
damental difference of opinion 
which has been developing slowly 
for many years and which has been 
emphasized since 1921, when Dr. 
James Rowland Angell became 
Yale’s president. 

The question is whether the 
traditional Yale, whose cultural 
background always has been Yale 
College, is to become—as some al- 
umini put it—‘“a vast educational 
factory,” a university similar to 
Columbia, whose graduate, profes- 
sional and special schools com- 
pletely overshadowed Columbia 
College. 

More Dismay Than Pride. 

The personification of this issue 
was all that was needed to bring 
an outcry from alumni who look 
with more dismay than pride upon 
the material progress Yale is mak- 
ing. Wooley is a symbol to them, 
representing the old Yale. On the 
other side, undergradutes have 
placed Prof. Baker’s department, 
with its handsome building and 
theater, its five assistants and two 
secretaries and its 125 students, 
the great majority described as 
“non-Yale professionals.” 

There should be no conflict, they 
contend, between Woolley’s field 
and that of Baker. The former 
has been producing classics with 
| undergraduate actors. Wooley 
says his interest has been in en- 
couraging cultural appreciation of 
the theater, in “turning out good 
audiences.” Prof. Baker's students 
are concerned with the effort to 
| produce Broadway plays. The 
_broad distinction makes the ac- 
| tion of the Yale corporation all 
|the more puzzzling to the under- 
| graduates, especially since it has 
|}assured Woolley that his dismis- 
sal does not reflect either upon 
his character or competence and 
it was made necessary only by 
“general university relations.”

STATE SERVICE DIRECTORSHIP 


Washington University Facalty 
Member May Head Work for 
Crippled Children.

COLUMBIA, Mo., June 20, — 
Directorship of the state service 
for crippled children, to be estab- 
lished here next month, has been 
offered to Dr. Frederick A. Jostes 
of Washington University School of 
Medicine, Dean Noyes of the Uni- 
versity of Missouri Medical Schvol 
announced yesterday, 

The service was made possible 
by a $35,000 appropriation of the 
last Legislature. Space will be 
found at first in the two students’ 
hospitals of the university here 
With an additional room in another 
university building where child »a- 
tients may continue their school 
work. County Courts may recom- 
mend the service for Children un- 
der 15 whose parents are unable 
to pay for surgical attention, 


Dr. Jostes said, in St. Louis, to- 
day, that he had .until the end 
of the week to decide whether to 
accept the offer. He is a staff 
member of Barnes and Children’s 
Hospitals, in charge of orthopedic 
Service at Ridge Farm, and for- 
merly was on the Staff of the 
Shriners’ Hospital for Crippled 
Children.
